LONDON, April 16.—Notw!ithstand- 
{ing Mr. Bonar Law's statement in the 
house of commons yesterday some of 
the despatches from Dublin insist that 
the release of the Irish prisoners from 
Mount Joy prison was unconditfonal. 
These set forth that the prisoners 
were asked to sign the parole, but 
refused j;thereupon the conditional 
terms of tho releases wero read aloud 
to them, but they gave neither word 
or sign of acceptance, and were allow- 
ed to go. 

The newspapers remark on the 
strange discrepancy, and speculate as 
to whether it is the intention of the 
authorities to re-arrest the men when 
they have recovered or adopt a new

NEW YORK, April 15.—-The Raitl- 
road iGeneral Managers’ association | 
of New York tonight delivered an ul- | 
timatum to the “bg four” railroad 
brotherhoods giving them untill Sat- | 
urday to have their men report for 
work. | 

After that time it stated that the 
railroads ‘‘will themselves open their 
books for a period of 24 hours end- 
ing at noon Sunday for applicants to 
register during that period, and those 
who ‘are acceptable will be taken 
back into the service, retaining their 
roster rights.” | 

“In any event,” the ultimatum | 
added, “the railroads retain the right 
to refuse to reinstate or re-employ 
certain employees who have shown 
during the period of trouble by viol- 
ence, seditious utterances, intimida- 
tion or other well-defined means as 
unftress for (further rallroad ser- 
vice,”

Sir James Lougheed Announces 
General Question Will Come

PRE.WAR LINES 


Meanwhile Service Will Be Oon- 
* ducted as Before the War— 
British Offer Accepted 


OTTAWA, April 15.—(Canadian 
Press).—In the senate Gir James 
Lougheed made a statement in behalf 
of the government on the naval pol- 
icy. The government had decided to 
defer {n the meantime action in: re- 
gard to the adoption of a naval policy 
for Canada, he sald. The general 
question of navat defence of the em- 
pire, he said, woulad come up at the 
approaching imperial conference, and 
meantime the government had de- 
cided to carry on the Canadian naval 
service on pre-war Mnes, accepting 
the offer of the British government 
of one light cruiser and two torpedo 
boat destroyers to take the place of 
the present obsolete and useless train- 
ing ships, the Niobe and the Rain- 
bow. , 

Canadian officers who are dn the 
mperial eervice and who are being 
paid by the Canadian government, 
have been recalled and will be placed 
on duty in the Canadian naval ser- 
vice. The Canadian naval college 
will also be continued. After reor- 
ganization, he added, only those of- 
ficers, naval ratings and civilians will 
be taken on who are absolutely ne- 
cessary and possess the qualifications 
desired,

CHICAGO, April 15.—Charged w! 
Violating the Lever Food mst twanty: 
four leaders in the insurgent etrike 
of railroad switchmen were under ar- 
rest In Chicago tonight. In all thirty 
warrants were issued, and railroad 
and brotherhood officials declared 
that the last bulwark of the local 
Strike had been broken. Government 
agents said 200 other warrants would

neluded in the number arrested 
was John Gruneau, president of the 
Chicago Yardmens’ association, the 
parent outlaw union. The men were 
taken unexpectedly by federal agents 
at meetings of strikers. The arrested 
men, who also included H. BH. Reading, 
chairman of the United Engineers’ 
association, were released on $10,000 
bonds each, for a hearing April 24 by 
Commissioner Mason, 


Under Preparation For Week. 

The raid had been under prepara- 
tlon for a week, District Attorney 
Charles F, Clyne said. The arrests 
followed telephonic communication 
with Attorney-General Palmer at 
Washington. The secifon in the Lever 
act under which today’s action was 
taken provides a penalty of not more 
than a $5,000 fine or Imprisonment 
or not more than two years, or both. 
It ts charged that the men conspired 
to interfere with shipments of food 
and other necessities of life. The men, 
it was declared, generally showed re- 
sentment against the government ac- 
tion and declared they would continue 
the strike. 

After the arrests, 300 
voted to stay out, 

Continued Improvement. 

Reports from other western strike 
centers showed continued improve-

shall criticized what he described as 
the “niggardly policy’ of former gov- 
ernments, both L'beral and Conser- 
vative, and urged that the province 
pay at least 60 per cent of the 
teachers’ salaries. 

The member for Lincoln also fa- 
vored increased sessional indemnities 
for members of the house, and as- 
serted that, in hig opin'on, hie ser- 
vices were worth more than he was 
receiving. 

Mr Marshall favored 
amusement taxation, 

“Revenue of a milion dollars from 
the amusement tax means an annual 
expenditure of twenty or twenty-five 
m lion dollars on amusements,” he 
pointed out “In view of this, should 
we hesitate to spend four million on 
education? There can be no compar- 
lso between the importance of edu- 
cation and amusement.” |
